The temperature was slightly more than 
100, a little’ higher than’ the morning 
température. 

The feeling at the Vatican appears to 
be that the Pope’s.-iliness is: not grave. 
Dr. ‘Marchiafava, noted medical. author- 
ity, has been in consultation with the 
other physicians. \ 

Mon or Migone celebrated mass 
this morning in an apartment afjoining 
the Pope’s bedroom. The.door to the 
sick room_remained open so» that -the 
Pontiff might hear. Many diplomats 
visited_the Vatican today, seeking ngws. 
All of them were received in the te- 
chamber, none Weing permitted to dis- 
turb the patient. 

Notwithstanding the optimism, there is 
no assurance that the attack has been 
checked, all that could be said at the 
Vatican’ was that the physicians hoped 
to prevent the spread of*the disease and 
avoid complications.
